Continuation of 3. NOTE: Claim 31 recites "the chill". However, claim 27 does not recite "a chill".. 
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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application In condition for allowance because: (1) Both claims 26 and 27 include "a valve 
device" and "the metal supply system is sealed from the environment" (see claim 25 from which they depend). Thus, they are directed to 
the embodiment shown in figure 2. However, claims 29 and 30 recite "an open top" (i.e. open to the environment) and thus is directed to 
the embodiment shown in figure 4. However, the specification does not disclose an embodiment which combines the features of figures 2 
and 4. (2) In the abstract of JP '851 it states that the vacuum chamber is evacuated "to suck the molten metal thereby decreasing the 
static pressure of the molten metal in the casting mold". Thus, the evacuating means of JP '851 does perfonm the same function as that of 
instant apparatus. 
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
